thus sunk the character of that kind of busi- 
ness as inuch below its real worth as the san- 
guine hopes of inexperienced men had lifted it 
above the right standard. 

The most fruitful source of disappointment 
Ties in the fact that no means have ever been 
_ discovered, applicable toa working scale, where 
- gill the gold can be separated and saved from 
its rocky matrix. One cause seems to be the 
exceeding minuteness of the precious particles, 
 .and another, that other minerals by their pres- 
ence destroy their affinity for mercury—thus 
rendering nugatory the only means now known 
and relied upon to save the gold. 

‘Phe interfering matter seems to be mostly 

an ore of iron known as a sulphuret of that 
metal. Ihave here a specimen of the sul- 
-phuret, which, by assay in this city, is found 
to contain gold in the proportion of $700 to 
the ton. This has been once operated upon 
" ata mill, and the rate of $20 per ton extracted, 
which is all that can be obtained by the quick- 
silver process—and thus $700 is thrown away 
for every $20 gained. There are now probably 
many millions of dollars worth of gold lying 


no means have yet been found to unlock the 
iron prison, and free the yellow grains to glad- 
den the heart and fill the purse of the weary 
miner. 

A crown of golden glory awaits the lucky 
discoverer who hits upon the means of work- 
ing the sulphurets, and this discovery would at

it. Platinum is found almost uniformly in the 
same localities with placer gold, and occurs in 

and in lumps, sometimes weighing sev- 
eral pounds. It is, however, not confined to 
gold placers, but has a marked geological posi- 
tion in the greenstone diorite, and other igne- 
ous and eruptive rocks. It is found. most 
abundantly in the Ural chain, in a serpentine, 
along with chromic iron. From this locality 
comes much the larger portion of this valuable 
metal. It is remarkable that it is found most 
abundantly on the western side of the chain, 
while gold abounds on the eastern side. ! 

It has been found in nearly every placer of 
California, but no attention. has been paid to 
its separate existence, and no search has been 
made in localities where it probably most 
abounds. I have but little doubt that scienti- 
fic explorations will develop vast treasures of 
that useful metal. And I would point the 
northern portion of Napa county as one of the 
localities likely to reward the searcher for his 
labor of examining.

SILVER.—We will now turn our attention 
again to the precious metals. Silver is next to 


greatly associated, and in most cases combined 
with each other. It is also found largely in 
combination with lead; and the lead mines of 
Russia, Great Britain, and Spain furnish all 
the silver produced by these countries. In 
Europe the argentiferous veins are found in 
the oldest chrystaline rocks. They are true 
fissure veins, and have been worked’in many 
places, as in Hungary ‘and Transylvania, to 
great depths without any diminution of their 
richness. 
Until a recent period the United States could 
boast of no important mines of this metal; how- 
ever, the lately acquired territory of Gadsden’s 
Purchase has placed us in- possession of prob- 
ably the richest and most extensive silver mines 
in the world. In our own State no important 
mines have yet been discovered, but I have 
many reasons to believe the county of San Di- 
ego is exceedingly rich in this metal, and fu- 
ture explorations will doubtless unfold in that 
region a new and fertile source of wealth. Sil- 
ver has already been detected in the copper 
ores of San Diego, and from the richness of 
the adjacent district of Arizona one might be 
led to infer a continuation of the same argen-. 
tiferous distribution into the former. Add to 
the exceedingly favorable appearances the con- 
tiguousness of a rich locality, and the actual. 
finding of the silver in other ores would cer- 
tainly justify us in the belief that it might be 
found in greater abundance by a proper search. 
Copper AND Leap.—Our State is rich in 
copper, and commencing at San Diego we can 
point out several localities, as we follow up the 
coast, where copper is found; and from the 
proximity of the mines to the. ocean they pre- 
sent vast advantages in a practical point of 
view. In San Diego county two copper veins

Not far from San Buenaventura is another vein 
presenting rich ores. But the most favorably 
located vein that has come within my knowl- 
edge is one in Alameda county, and only two 
and one half miles from an embarcadero, I 
know nothing of the probable value of this vein, 
but a specimen of the ore presented me by a 
gentleman of this city, as coming from it, cer- 
tainly shows an encouraging degree of rich- 
ness. 

Lead is found.-4 in several localities, but has 
been thought of too little value to attract the 
least attention.

‘last twenty five years. The discovery of borax 
here forms. the last link in the chain of our min- 
eralogical productions ; ‘as we’ have now, along 
with all the useful metals, the mineral substance 
so essential to their application to our wants 
and pur Borax formerly came from the 
interior of India. Of late years, however, the 
Europe and America has.come from 
the boracic acid of Tuscany, manufactured. in 
‘England: into: borax. The: amount consumed }

Marsix.—Another most. valuable mineral 
is the Suisun marble. It is remarkable for its 
beauty, and, I understand, is already-in de- 
mand in Europe. The singular structure of 
its masses is interesting to the mineralogist 
and attractive to the worker in:marble. 

Central points: of crystalization are sur- 
rounded with concentric circles—which meet 


the most complex and beautiful combinations 
of waving lines. 

These are but a few of the non-metalliferous 
values of our State. I could tell you of rich 
deposites of the most splendid Alibaster—of 
beds of plaster ‘of Paris—of salt springs and 
mines of rock-salt—of beds of carbonate of 
‘soda—and of gems of precious stones— all 
known to exist.in our favorite land. I could 
tell where diamonds have been found and 
where they may be confidently looked for 
again, and how the young, queenly. beauties’ 
now soon to spring to the glories of womanhood

school house loud enough to command a regiment of 
fifteen thousand men, and yet much good would be 
done.

ward and do the work of the ministry, so as to meet

We heard one, man, in preaching 
against Universalism, say that “he did not know

found they were the same in meaning.” Again we

Yet, such is the respect of the people for all called 
religion, that all was passed by without the least 
exhibition of disapproval. Men who would be hiss- 


ed from the public for their blanders, if speakiug on 


any othersubject, are. calmly listened to when speak- 
ing upon the subject. of infinite importance. The 
danger is, from such preaching, so inferior to what 
men want, and so in conf with good judgment 


their respect

its observaricés weakened, and they repelled away: 
perhaps, to them at least, an injuryresult.whichno}| 
able hinleter can remedy by years of faithful labor.|. 
But the people want religious observances, and will 


have leaders, and with the poorest of ministers many 


If frequent 
protracted meetings could only be held by ministers 
of the highest intellectual ability, as well as'true
